INQUIRY RES: THAT A VOTE PRESUMABLY WOULD BE ASKED BY 
SEVERAL OTHER COUNTRIES ON OMNIBUS RES. HE ADMITTEED THAT 
SPAIN, FOR ONE, DID NOT FAVOR A VOTE ION INQUIRY RES

FURTHER . THAT IN EVENT OF PROPOSAL THAT REPRESENTATIVES
